Provincial Radio Rights 


In pursuance of its new policy which | 
seems to exclude provincial governments 
from owning and operating nsed radio 
stations, the federal Government has refused 
the Saskatchewan Government the right to 
acquire a station and is eking to buy out 
the provincially-owned stations in Manitoba 

This move is being resisted by both Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, and very rightly 
sy. Saskatchewan in particular declares 


‘‘merely evasive’ the reason for refusal given 
by the Hon. C. D. Howe, which is that since 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has 
already refused private companies permis- | 
sion to establish networks, it cannot dis- 
criminate in favor of a provincial govern- 
ment. 

Saskatchewan contends that it has not 
asked for the right to establish a network 
but only a station at Moose Jaw to be owned 
and operated by a crown company. 

The attitude of the CBC in this matter is 
definitely not a wholesome one. Alberta has | 
already experienced’ the dictatorial and 
monopolistic weight of CBC decisions in the 
matter of securing a commercial license for 


CKUA. | 
Now it seems clear that the persistent 
refusal to license CKUA is only part of a 


general pattern designed to maintain a radio 
monopoly in the hands of a single organiza- | 
tion. | 

Monopolies are not necessarily evil. But 
there certainly a sinister aspect to any 
monopoly which has as its effect the muzzl- 
ing of any section of the Canadian commun- 
ity, in this case the Canadian provinces.
